even those for whom He came to 
make an ‘atonement, He was nailed 
to Calvary’s cross, lifted between 
the heavens and the earth. He 
died the death of a felon. Of His 
death there can be absolutely no 
question. He was taken down from 
the cross a dead man. 

Paul goes on further to tell us 
that Jesus Christ was buried. The 
Gospels bear this out. He was bur- 


ied in the new tomb of Joseph 
of Arimathaea, somewhere not 
too far away from where the 
cross reared its gory height. A 


stone was rolled against the tomb. 
It was sealed by the great Roman 
might. A guard was placed in 
front of the tomb, a guard whose 
lives would answer for the safe- 
keeping of the entombed prisoner. 
There is no question about the 


death and the burial in the mind 
of the Apostle Paul. He does not 
even try to prove them. He merely 
States these things as facts of ac- 
knowledged and accepted history. 

On the third day the Lord Jesus 
Christ rose from the dead. He was, 
“declared to be the Son of God 
with power, according to the spirit 
of holiness, by the resurrection 
from the dead.” The resurrection, 
as well as the crucifixion, was 
Paul’s mightiest theme. He 
claimed justification by it. He ap- 
pealed for sanctification through 
it. He besought those to whom 
he was preaching to recognize in 
this risen Jesus the promised Mes- 
siah. Again and again he appealed 
to the theme of the resurrection 
to prove his points. So, may I re- 
peat: Paul the apostle’s theology

Proof of the Resurrection 


In this wonderful fifteenth chap- 
ter, Paul the apostle goes on to 
adduce the proof. Step upon step, 
argument upon argument, witness 
upon witness, the blessed apostle 
piles up the truths as he knew 
them in an unanswerable ladder 
of argument that reaches from the 
earth to the heavens. May we 
analyze this mighty offensive de- 
fense, this mighty 
of this master-minded preacher. 

First, Paul tells us “that he was 
seen of Cephas.” Jesus Christ was 
seen by the Apostle Peter. Paul 
knew Peter. He knew his stub- 
bornness. He Knew his matter-of- 
factness. He knew his practical 
nature. He knew that Peter could 
not easily be fooled. He knew that 
Peter had particular relationships, 
peculiar attitudes towards the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He knew that 
Peter would have wanted definite 
affirmation. Consequently, Paul 
declares that Jesus was seen of 
Peter after His resurrection. 

Next he declares to us that the 
Lord Jesus Christ was seen of the 
twelve. It might have been pos- 
sible to have misguided, to have 
misled Peter. Peter might have 
had some sort of an axe to grind. 
Peter might have used the vision 
of the Lord Jesus Christ to ex- 
cuse himself for his own defalca- 
tion in denying Him prior to His 
crucifixion. Paul hastens on to tell 
us then that Jesus was seen of the 
twelve, probably meaning that He 
was seen by the twelve disciples, 
including the one whom they elec- 
ted after the death of Judas Is- 
cariot. Surely twelve people could 
not have agreed on an hallucina- 
tion, let alone been misled by the 
same nightmare. 

Paul goes on. In tremendous 
language he declares to us, “After 


that, he was seen of about five 
hundred brethren at once; of 
whom the greater part remain 


unto this present, but some are 
fallen asleep.” Do you understand 
his meaning? Paul is anxious 
that the ages believe the truth 
that was revealed to him. Imagine 
over five hundred people, of all 
sorts of conditions and attitudes, 
claiming to have seen the Lord 
Jesus Christ at the same time, and 
telling a lie. It is utterly incon- 
ceivable, impossible that this

Cer- 
tainly nothing else can be more 
positive than the fact that James 
saw his brother in the flesh, after 


he had helped bury him in the 
tomb. 
Paul reaches the height, the

It was bound to come. Paul him- 
self saw the Lord Jesus Christ in 
the flesh after Calvary.

The world has seen itS oppor- 
tunity.

Before he left 
next morning he sold that tarmer 
enough molasses to last him 
through the whole season. ‘There 
were thirteen children in his home, 
and that meant a good deal of 
molasses. The drummer went from 
house to house until he sold to 
scores of farmers. Shortly alter 
this the local dealer said to me: 

“Can you tell me what has come 
over this district?” 

“Why?” I asked. 

“Oh,” said he, “it seems to me 
that the wholé place has turned 
to -molasses. Just look! Every 
freight car is loaded with it. I 
have handled molasses until the 
bees follow me about!” There had 
been some good personal work 
done in the district, that was all!

Large meetings should be en- 
couraged. Some men have special 
gifts in the way of swaying a 
great crowd. They may not have 
much gift in the way of individual 
work. Such men are great bless- 
ings to the church. They should 
not be shunned, but encouraged. 
What we want is to realize that 
such meetings need to be accom- 
panied by the personal element. 
Put into such a meeting, and with 
such a preacher, scores of person- 
al workers. Have special meetings 
for such as are touched in the gen- 
eral meetings, and great harvest- 
ing will result. 

We are never to forget that con- 
viction is not conversion, and con- 
version in itself is not salvation. 
There must be a complete surren- 
der to and confession of Jesus 
Christ. Here is where the person- 
al worker can do his best work. 
By his timely word or sympath- 
etic interest he often leads the 
soul over the line into salvation.

Create Opportunities 

There is no reason why any 
enurch of average strength should 
not have from a dozen to a hun- 
ared soul winners. Develop them 
‘by finding them work to do in 
missions, cottage meetings, open 
air, jails, prisons, etc. It takes 
very little money to equip a quiet 
mission so that it can do great 
work of this kind. A small organ, 
a few hymnbooks, a few seats, a 
house or a room in a neglected 
community—this will be a good 
start. The average city church 
ought to have from one to a dozen 
of these places where a Sunday 
School is held, and now and then 
a meeting of several nights in 
succession. This is our plan, and 
God has most graciously blessed 
its adoption. 

If the church is in the country 
the same thing is true. Get the 
members out into the regions 
around. Occupy school houses. Get 
tents and move them from place 
to place. There is nothing that suc- 
ceeds like a thoroughly working 
church, when soul winning is the 
chief aim.

doctrine of regeneration is being 
rescued from oblivion. Once again 
we are hearing preached in great 
movements and to great masses 
of people the truth, “Ye must be 
born again.” 

The cause of the neglect of the 
new birth is very clear. In order 


to be born again a man must 
humble himself, he must confess 


his sin or else the has no part with 
God. This is hard for the natural 
man. 

Moreover, it is not in accord 
with man-made theories. The ma- 
terialist has no place for a super- 
natural regeneration of human 
character or nature. The evolu- 
tionist has no place for such a 
truth because he believes culture 
and education will gradually pro- 
duce the perfect man. Modern 
thinking concerning the brother- 


hood of man would place us all 


in the same category as the sons 
of God and, therefore, has no need 
for the doctrine of the new birth. 
There is a sense in which we are 
all brothers through the creative 
power of God and through the 
position we hold to Him through 
the creation, but we are not spirit- 
ual brothers until we are born 
again. 

The neglect of the new birth is 
a masterpiece of the Devil be- 
cause if men were born of God, 
they would cease from their sin- 


ning, they would be children of 
the kingdom, they would be on 
their way to Heaven. So Satan 


does his best to prevent the teach- 
ing of this doctrine. 

The result of neglect is that 
there are multitudes who are ig- 
norant of its necessity, who have 
never heard its language, and who 
have not been born again. Thus, 
there is a poverty of conversions 
in the life of the church, there is 
a scarcity of holy life among nom- 
inal Christians, and there is a 
failure to have revivals in the 
churches themselves. Materialism 
has swept the world. Financial 
success has been substituted for 
spiritual life. We are failing to 
minister to the basic spiritual 
needs of men. Even in religious 
and humanitarian work, people 
are experiencing a_ frustration. 
Simultaneously, the world is hun- 
gering for God. They are tired of 
plans, and programs and pana- 
ceas. They want God. There is 


| only one way to get God. That is 
to be born of God. Perhaps you 


have experienced this new birth 
without the Biblical terminology, 
but without the new birth, you 
cannot enter the kingdom of God. 


I. The Messenger of the 
New Birth 


On my authority as a teacher, 
or an evangelist, or as an edu- 


cated man, I could not say to you 
that except you be born again, 
you cannot enter the Kingdom of 
God, but there is one who has said 
it who has authority; namely, the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Now think who 
it was that said that. 


Some would tell us that He is 
a teacher. They would give Him 
a place among the great teachers 
of the ages. They would be willing 
to make a bust of Him and have 
it sit on the shelf with busts of 
Plato, of Aristotle, of Plotinus, of 
Spinoza, of Descartes, of Locke, 
of Hume, of Berkeley, of Kant, 
of Hegel, of Whitehead, of Royce, 
of James. They would even be 
glad to enumerate Him with 
Thoreau, with Emerson, with 
Longfellow, with Holmes, with 
Whittier, with the great men of 
literature in the days of the flow- 
ering of New England. They are 
glad to accept Him as a teacher, 
but they do not want to take Him 
as the Son of God. Why is it then 
that if they accept Him as a 
teacher, they do not accept the 
things which He taught? 

There are other men who would 
be willing to take Him as a pro- 
phet. They declared that He be- 
longs with Gautama Buddha, with 
Confucius, with Zoroaster, with 
Mohammed, with Moses ‘as one of 
the great religious prophets of the 
ages, but they are not willing to 
take Him as the Son of God. 

There are others who are will- 
ing to take Jesus as a moral ex- 
ample. They tell us.that He lived 
the best life that any human be- 


—————— 


follow His example, Wwe may come 
to God as He came to God, and 
thus that we may know God as 
He did, but they are not willing 
to take Him as the Son of God in 
a unique sense. They do not un- 
derstand that if they are going 
to follow His example and He was 
sinless. then they too will have to 
deal with the problem of sin be- 
fore they can follow Him as an 
example. 

Ve do not teach Him or present 
Him as a teacher, a prophet or 
an example, but we present Him 
as the final authority of Chris- 
tianitvy—as the Son of God. We de- 
clare that He is the one who said: 
‘In that day I will say unto 
you ” and He will determine 
their destiny at the judgment. He 
is the one who said: “Moses said 
unto you but I say unto 
you ”’ and He contrasted His 
authority with that of Moses. He 
was one who said unto the woman 
at the well when she declared, “I 
know that Messias cometh,” “I 
am He.” He said to the man born 
blind whose eyesight He restored: 
“Dost thou believe on the Son of 
God?” And when the man said: 
“Who is He?’’, He declared: “I am 
He.” Before the Sanhedrin who 
said: “Art thou the Son of God?”, 
He responded: “Thou sayest,” 
namely, that is right. He was the 
one who accepted worship from 
men as if He were God. He was 
the one who was obeyed by de- 
mons, by elements and by death. 
This is the one who said to you: 
“Ye must be born again.” 

The alternatives are plain. 
Either He was divine or He was 
demented, He was Lord or He was 
lunatic, He was Son of God or He 
was senseless. There is no half- 
way house in dealing with Jesus: 
You either accept Jesus as He pre- 
sented Himself as the Son of God 
or you can have nothing to do 
with Him. , 

We hear much about Superman 
in these days, and no doubt this 
is something of a crass substitute 
for the superhuman nature of the 
Lord Jesus Christ Whose life was 
surrounded with miracles. That 
He performed miracles, we can- 
not doubt, but is this the cause 
of your belief in Him? The an- 
swer should be “No” and “Yes.” 
He said: “Believe me for the very 
works’ sake” and these miracles 
added to the evidence of His deity 
and His authority. On the other 
hand, we find that we are able 
to believe in the miracles of Christ 
because they fit into the person- 
ality of Christ. Were it not for 
His unique personality, it would 


| be very difficult for us to believe 
‘in these miracles. 


His personality 
warranted the miracles, for He 
was the God-man, the sinless man, 
the perfect man, the man who 
rose from the dead. 

Consider some of those miracles. 
There was the turning of water 
into wine at the Cana marriage 
feast. Now you do not know the 
name of the governor, you do not 


know who was there except for 
Mary, the disciples of Jesus and 
Jesus, but the important thing 


was that Jesus was there, and be- 
cause He was there, water was 


turned into Wine, It was because

In the Book 
of Hebrews, we have the depiction 
of His statement when He came 
into the world saying: “Lo, I 
come to do thy will, O God 
in the volume of the book it is 
written of me.” He perfectly 
obeyed the will and law of God 
and then He took the penalty of 
the broken law in His own body 
in death. 

The Saviour identified Himself 
with our sins. When He became a 
man, He took upon Him not the 


tials of Methodism. I, myself, owe 
a great debt to this evangelistic 
teaching of Methodism, for it was 
through that emphasis that 1 was 
brought to a confession of my 
sins and to a faith in Jesus Christ. 
Once Methodism had a glorious 
experiential emphasis in its 
preaching. Today that emphasis is 
not so definite, but the historic 
church declared that children 
need to be born of God. 

The Presbyterians state their 
belief in this in their Westminster 
Catechism which defines justifica- 


tion as “An act of God’s free 
grace, wherein he pardoneth all 
our sins, and accepteth us as 


righteous in his sight, only forthe 
righteousness of Christ imputed to 
us, and received by faith alone.” 
It defines adoption as “An act of 
God’s free grace, whereby we are 
received into the number, and 
have a right to all the privileges, 


of the sons of God.’ And it de- 
fines effectual calhng as “The 
work of God’s Spirit, whereby, 


convincing us of our sin and mis- 
ery, enlightening our minds in the 


knowledge of Christ, and renew- 
ing our wills, he doth persuade 
and enable us to embrace Jesus 


Christ, freely offered to us in the 
gospel.’”’ In this the Congregation- 
alists have followed the Presby- 
terians and the Reformed bodies 
are very similar.

His incarnation was a real 
incarnation. He identified Himself 
with us in our sinful status by 
the Baptist, and He assumed the 
guilt of our sins in His suffering 
upon the cross. He bore our sins 
in His body on the tree, becoming 
sin for us. 

Thus He sealed His teachings 
with His death. That was the last 
step in His humiliation. He was 
obedient even unto death, and 
that death did not come to Him 
through the thrust of the spears 
nor through the driving of the 
naiis. It came through His for- 
sakeness on the cross which event- 
uated in His broken heart. He, 
then, who is the Son of God, who 
is the miracle-man, who is the 
Saviour, who died on the cross for 
our sins, 1s the one who says unto 
you: “Ye must be born again.” 


II. The Message of the 
New Birth 

What are the church views of 
this doctrine of the new birth? 
The Methodist Church unquali- 
fiedly teaches that a man must be 
born again. About a quarter of a 
century ago, Bishop Francis Mc- 
Connell wrote a little book en- 
titled, The Four Essentials of 
Methodism. In it he mentions con- 
version as one of the four essen- 
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‘nations are in accord with the 
i'teaching that a man must be 
‘born again. 

| What is the theological mean- 
ing ‘of this? How are we born 
again? The new birth is a mystery 
the same as our physical birth is. 
We know al! the laws that govern 
our physical birth, but when we 
hold a little child in our arms, we 
know that it has not been our 
knowledge of the laws which 
brought this life to pass, but that 
there is ‘a mystery behind it for 
the life has come from God. 


In the Harvard Museum, there 
is the Ware collection of glass 
flowers which were made by a 
man named Blashka. The process 
of making those flowers is now 
lost, but they are the most per- 
fect glass flowers ever made. 

In one section, there is a depic- 
tion of the fertilization of a flow- 
er by a bee carrying the pollen. 
The whole activity is blown up to 
heroic size so that one can see it 
very clearly. I used to wonder 
what the little hairbrush on the 
back of a bee was for. You have 
observed the bee as it goes into 
the heart of a flower, but not to 
one flower only and then back to 
the comb, but to many flowers 
before it goes back to the comb. 
As it pushes down into the heart 
of a flower, it displaces the sta- 
men and a little pollen falls off 
on its back. Then it goes to an- 
other flower, and another, and 
another, and in the process some 
of that pollen falls off its back 
onto the pistil which is then the 
receptacle of life which grows 
down in and fertilizes the ovary. 
Soon the petals and the _ sepals 
fall, the flower disintegrates and 
the seed is left. In that seed there 
is hfe. If you plant it, the flower 
will grow again. What a mystery! 

We know these laws. So we 
know them in the spiritual birth. 
We know the conditions which the 
Lord Jesus and the New Testa- 
ment have laid down for our 
spiritual birth. They consist of 
repentance or a change of mind, 
of conversion or turning unto the 
Lord Jesus Christ and away from 
sin, of confession or the admit- 
‘tance that We are sinners under 
the condemnation of God and that 
Christ is the Saviour, and of com- 
mittal or trust in Christ as the 
Saviour so that our destiny rests 
upon Him. According to the Bible, 
if we will so repent, convert and 
believe, we shall receive the gift 
of the Holy Spirit. 

What takes place then at the 
new birth? Primarily, an_ indi- 
vidual is forgiven of the guilt of 
his sin which has been imputed to 
the Lord Jesus Christ in -the 
atonement. He is justified in the 
sight of God because he has be- 


lieved on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and he is accepted as righteous 
in God’s sight. A man is pardoned 
of his sins because of what Jesus 
Christ has done for him. God was 
in Christ reconciling the world 
unto Himself, not imputing their 
trespasses unto them. As a result, 
a new creation occurs in which 
the repentant, believing man is a 
new creature in Christ Jesus, old 
things pass away, and all things 
become new. 

Who is the agent in this new | 
birth? It is the Holy Spirit. The 
Holy Spirit really performs the |

born again. Said Jesus: “Except a 


man be born again.” If we ‘are 
men, then the divine imperative 
is that we must be born again.

and to life. Your own righteous- 


ness is as filthy rags. When that 
interview Was over, We may be 
sure that Nicodemus went home 
a different man. He was born 
again. He had been with Jesus. 
Thus he later took his stand with 
Jesus and he along with Joseph 
of Arimathea took the broken 
body of down from the 
Cross. 
Added the Lord to Nicodemus: 
“He that believeth not is con- 
demned already, because he thath 
not believed in the name of the 
only ‘begotten son of God.” And 
John adds: “He that believeth not 
the Son Shall not see life: but the 
wrath of God abideth on him.” 
Wrath means judgment ‘and judg- 
ment means Hell according to the 
scripture. If you are not born 
again, you are consigned to death 
and Hell. From this just punish- 
ment of our sins, God is willing 
to save us. No man will be con- 
demned because he is a sinner, be- 
cause he has lied, because he has 
Stolen, because he has been im- 
pure, But he will be condemned 
Yecause he has rejected the Lord 
Jesus Christ, because he has not 
been born of God, born of water 
and born of the Spirit.
